Applicant amends claims 1-3, 11, 15, 23-25, 33, 35, 37, 45, and 46, as detailed 

This listing of claims will replace all prior versions and listings of claims in the 
application: 

1 . (Currently Amended) A computer-implemented method , performed by a 
server, for automatically configuring a plurality of translation [[code]] codes, each of the 
plurality of translation codes being associated with one of the plurality of clients , the 
method comprising: 

associating a first translation code with a specific client of the plurality of clients, 
the first translation code used for data translation to a first data format reguired by the 
specific client; 

translating , using the first translation code, data within [[a]] the server into [[a]] the 
first data format r e qu i r e d by a c lie nt using th e translation code, th e data hav i ng a data 
object d e finition ; 

transmitting the translated data from th e s e rv e r to the specific client; 

automatically detecting a change i n th o dat a format r e qu e st e d by th e c l i e nt 
during an exchange of information dat a a ssociat e d with th e s e rv e r b e tw e en th e s e rv e r 
and with the specific client , the change indicating that the specific client reguires a 
second data format different from the first data format ; 

modifying th e data obj e ct def i nit i on with i n th e s e rv e r based on th e changed data 

formot" 

receiving information related to the chang e d second data format from the specific 
client at th e serv e r in a data object definition message compris i ng information about th e 
modif ie d data obj e ct d e f i n i t i on ; and 
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automatically adapting generating a [[the]] second translation code for data 
translation to the second data format and replacing the first translation code with the 
second translation code to be associated with the specific client to th e chang e d data 
form a t upon r e c e ipt of the data obj e ct d e fin i t i on m e ssag e. 

2. (Currently Amended) The computer-implemented method of claim 1 , 
wherein the data object definition message is automatically transmitted from the client to 
the server upon detecting the change of th e data format w i thin the c lie nt . 

3. (Currently Amended) The computer-implemented method of claim 2, 
wherein the second translation code is generated adapt e d to the chang e d data format 
within a translation code generator upon receipt of the data object definition message. 

4. (Original) The computer-implemented method of claim 2, wherein the 
translated data is transmitted from the server to the client using a standard object 
description language. 

5. (Original) The computer-implemented method of claim 2, wherein the 
data object definition message is transmitted from the client to the server using a 
standard object description language. 

6. (Original) The computer-implemented method of claim 2, wherein the 
data format required by the client is extracted and translated from the stored data by the 
translation code prior to sending the translated data from the server to the client.

7. (Original) The computer-implemented method of claim 2, wherein the 
translation code uses XSL for translating the data into said the data format required by 
the client. 

8. (Original) The computer-implemented method of claim 2, wherein the 
server provides a data object definition message format. 

9. (Original) The computer-implemented method of claim 2, further 
comprising the step of managing access to the server by the data object definition 
messages via an authorization management procedure. 

10. (Original) The computer-implemented method of claim 2, further 
comprising the step of managing data formats of different clients via a version 
management procedure. 

1 1 . (Currently Amended) The computer-implemented method of claim 1 , 
wherein, upon automatically detecting the change of th e data format , the server 
requests the data object definition message from the specific client and th e c l i e nt 
transmits th o data object def i n i t i on m e ssag e upon r o qu o st to th e s e rv e r .

13. (Previously Presented) The computer-implemented method of claim 1, 
wherein the change in the data format is detected by version identification.

(Currently Amended) The computer-implemented method of claim 1 1 , 
wherein the second translation code is generated adapt e d to th e chang e d data format 
within a translation code generator upon reception of the data object definition 
message. 

16. (Original) The computer-implemented method of claim 1 1 , wherein the 
translated data is transmitted from the server to the client using a standard object 
description language. 

1 7. (Original) The computer-implemented method of claim 1 1 , wherein the 
data object definition message is transmitted from the client to the server using a 
standard object description language. 

1 8. (Original) The computer-implemented method of claim 1 1 , wherein the 
data required by the client is extracted and translated from the stored data by the 
translation code prior to sending the translated data from the server to the client. 

1 9. (Original) The computer-implemented method of claim 1 1 , wherein the 
translation code uses XSL for translating the data into the data format used by the 
client. 

20. (Original) The computer-implemented method of claim 1 1 , wherein the 
server provides a data object definition message format. 

21 . (Original) The computer-implemented method of claim 1 1 , further 
comprising the step of managing access to the server by the data object definition 
messages via an authorization management procedure. 
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22. (Original) The computer-implemented method of claim 1 1 , further 
comprising the step of managing data formats of different clients via a version 
management procedure. 

23. (Currently Amended) A computer readable media embodying a program 
of instructions that, when executed by a server computer, cause the server computer to 
perform a method for automatically configuring a plurality of translation [[code]] codes, 
each of the plurality of translation codes being associated with one of the plurality of 
clients , the method comprising: 

associating a first translation code with a specific client of the plurality of clients, the 
first translation code used for data translation to a first data format reguired by the 
specific client; 

translating data within the server into [[a]] the first data format r o qu i r o d by a cli e nt 
using the first translation code w i thin th e s e rv e r, th e data having a data object 
definition - 

transmitting the translated data from th e s e rver to the specific client; 

automatically detecting a change i n th e data format r o qu o st o d by th e cli e nt 
during an exchange of information data assoc i at e d with th e s e rv e r 
betwe e n the s e rv e r and with the specific client , the change indicating that 
the specific client reguires a second data format different from the first 
data format ; 

modifying th e data obj e ct d e f i nit i on within th e s e rv e r based on th o chang e d data 
fo n ri3t 
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receiving information related to the chang e d second data format from the specific 
client at th e s e rv e r in a data object definition message comprising 
i n form a t io n about th e modifi e d data obj e ct d e f i nit i on ; and 
automatically adapting generating a [[the]] second translation code for data 
translation to the second data format and replacing the first translation code with the 
second translation code to be associated with the specific client to th e chang e d data 
format upon r e c e ipt of th e data obj e ct d e f i n i t i on m e ssag e. 

24. (Currently Amended) The computer readable media of claim 23, wherein 
the program further comprises instructions operable to cause the computer to 
automatically transmit the data object definition message from the client to the server 
upon detecting the change of th e data format w i th i n th e c lie nt . 

25. (Currently Amended) The computer readable media of claim 24, wherein 
the program further comprises instructions operable to cause the computer to [[adapt]] 
generate the second translation code to th e chang e d data format within a translation 
code generator upon reception of the data object definition message. 

26. (Previously Presented) The computer readable media of claim 24, 
wherein the program further comprises instructions operable to cause the computer to 
transmit the translated data from the server to the client using a standard object 
description language. 

27. (Previously Presented) The computer readable media of claim 24, 
wherein the program further comprises instructions operable to cause the computer to 
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transmit the data object definition message from the client to the server using a 
standard object description language. 

28. (Previously Presented) The computer readable media of claim 24, 
wherein the program further comprises instructions operable to cause the computer to 
extract and translate the data required by the client from the stored data prior to sending 
the translated data from the server to the client. 

29. (Previously Presented) The computer readable media of claim 24, 
wherein the program further comprises instructions operable to cause the computer to 
use XSL in the translation code for translating the data into the data format used by the 
client. 

30. (Previously Presented) The computer readable media of claim 24, 
wherein the program further comprises instructions operable to cause the computer to 
provide, via the server, a data object definition message format. 

31 . (Previously Presented) The computer readable media of claim 24, 
wherein the program further comprises instructions operable to cause the computer to 
manage, via an authorization management process, access to the server by the data 
object definition messages. 

32. (Previously Presented) The computer readable media of claim 24, 
wherein the program further comprises instructions operable to cause the computer to 
manage, via a version management procedure, data formats of different clients. 
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33. (Currently Amended) The computer readable media of claim 23, wherein 
the program further comprises instructions operable to cause the computer, upon 
automatically detecting the change of th o data format , to initiate a server request for the 
data object definition message from the specific client and to transmit th e data obj e ct 
definition m e ssag e upon requ e st from th e c lie nt to th e s e rv e r .

35. (Currently Amended) The computer readable media of claim [[34]] 23, 
wherein the program further comprises instructions operable to cause the computer to 
detect the changes in the data format by use of a version identification procedure.

37. (Currently Amended) The computer readable media of claim 33, wherein 
the program further comprises instructions operable to cause the computer to generate 
[[adapt]] the second translation code to th e chang e d data format within a translation 
code generator upon reception of the data object definition message. 

38. (Previously Presented) The computer readable media of claim 33, 
wherein the program further comprises instructions operable to cause the computer to 
transmit the translated data from the server to the client using a standard object 
description language. 

39. (Previously Presented) The computer readable media of claim 33, 
wherein the program further comprises instructions operable to cause the computer to 
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transmit the data object definition message from the client to the server using a 
standard object description language. 

40. (Previously Presented) The computer readable media of claim 33, 
wherein the program further comprises instructions operable to cause the computer to 
extract and translate the data required by the client from the stored data, via a 
translation code procedure, prior to sending the translated data from the server to the 
client. 

41 . (Previously Presented) The computer readable media of claim 33, 
wherein the program further comprises instructions operable to cause the computer to 
use XSL in the translation code for translating the data into the data format used by the 
client. 

42. (Previously Presented) The computer readable media of claim 33, 
wherein the program further comprising instructions operable to cause the computer to 
provide, via the server, a data object definition message format. 

43. (Previously Presented) The computer readable media of claim 33, 
wherein the program further comprises instructions operable to cause the computer to 
manage, via an authorization management procedure, access to the server by the data 
object definition messages. 

44. (Previously Presented) The computer readable media of claim 33, 
wherein the program further comprises instructions operable to cause the computer to 
manage, via a version management procedure, data formats of different clients. 
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45. (Currently Amended) A server computer system for automatically 
configuring a plurality of translation [[code]] codes, each of the plurality of translation 
codes being associated with one of the plurality of clients , the system comprising: 

means for associating a first translation code with a specific client of the plurality 
of clients, the first translation code used for data translation to a first data format 
required bv the specific client; 

a translating means for translating , using the first translation code, data within 
[[a]] the server into [[a]] the first data format r e quir e d by a cli e nt bas e d on 
th o tr a nslation codo, th e data hav i ng a data obj e ct d e finition ; 

means for transmitting the translated data from th e s e rv e r to the specific client 
and r o coiv i ng th e chang e of data format w i th th o data obj e ct definition 
m e ssag e from th e c lie nt by th e s o rv o r, th e data obj e ct d e finit i on m e ssage 
compris i ng i nformat i on about the modifi e d data obj e ct d e fin i tion ; 

a detecting means for automatically detecting a change in th o data format 

requ e st e d by th e c l i e nt during an exchange of information data associated 
w i th th e s e rv e r b e tw ee n th e serv e r and with the specific client , the change 
indicating that the specific client reguires a second data format different 
from the first data format ; 

a modifying m e ans for modify i ng the data obj e ct defin i tion within tho s e rv e r 
based on th e changed data format; and 

a code generator , associated with th o sorv o r, that provides th e for generating a 
second translation code for data translation to the second data format and 
replacing the first translation code with the second translation code to be 
associated with the specific client and which includ e s a subcompon e nt 
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that adapto the trans l at i on code automat i ca ll y to th e chang e of data format 
upon r e c e ipt of the data object definition m e ssage . 

46. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 45, wherein the translating 
means extracts information required by the specific client from the data prior to sending 
the translated data from th o s e rv e r to the specific client. 

47. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 45, further comprising a 
managing procedure that manages the data format of the data object definition 
message. 

48. (Previously Presented) The system of claim 45, further comprising an 
access control procedure that controls access to the server by the data object definition 
messages.
